The July Detective also ranked high on my list of 
“DC Greats” because of the excellent Batman іше, I was 

delighted that it commenced right on page one. (The no- 
tion that the initial page must be used to introduce the 
plot has atways struck me as foolish and wasteful — what 
with comics dwindling in total pages more and more each 

. day.) I have always admired Gardner Fox (I presume he 

authored this ish's mystery.) My esteem for this great 
writer always rises several points when he tackles a Rid- 
ler case. Why? Because it takes, guts to write а tale that 
demands extra work. Why extra work? Because it te- 
quires a gifted imagination (which fortunately Mr. Fox 
has) to come up with a series of conundrums for the 
Prince of Puzzlers. But when you have a story, sich as 
“The Riddler's Prison-Puzzle Problem” which required 
not only one but two different answers for each of the 
tantalizing riddles, an ostensible interpretation and a hid- 
den meaning, then you have an idea of what Mr. Fox was 
up against. Fortunately, he did his homework quite well 
and produced a story that integrated mystery, suspense, 
and action very effectively. “T’was indeed a puzzlement!”

Dear Editor: For some reason, when I pick up а new issue 
of Detective, 1 often find myself wondering how it is ever 
goint to be topped, because Detective із one magazine, аз 
a general rule, that | can depend оп to be of consistently 
high quality. There have, of course, been a few flubs 
which, for this letter, I shall not bother to name, but 
these are few and far between. Regardless of such won- 
derful things as The Spectre and the fabulous Deadman, 
Detective still ranks with me as one of the best comics be- 
ing produced today. 

Detective 377 shows why. The Riddier had always 
been an interesting character to read, but once it was told 
that he was under a psychotic compulsion to tip off Bat- 
man and Robin in advance, he became that much more 
interesting. The only complaint I can find with the whole 
story, and it is, admittedly, a small one, is the absence of 
a splash panel.
